Clarence Chance was given a 35- 
years in the state penitentiary by 
a jury which found him guilty at 
the April term, of court.

VIENNA, Oct. 16.— (IP}— Vienna 
students riotously demonstrated to- 
day in sympathy* with Germany. 
The unfurling of a huge swasti- 
ka banner at the Institute of Tech- 
nology was the signal for a city- 
wide and country-wide demonstra- 
tion at the universities. 
Smoke 
bombs were exploded while the 
students shouted "Hell Hitler" and 
sang Nazi songs. 
Police lorries were rushed to the 
university, the Technology Insti- 
tute and also the Anatomical In- 
stitute. The use of clubs proving 
ineffective, the officers resorted to 
their sabers before quiet was re- 
stored . 
The outbursts of the students

view of the attitude encountered 
in official quarters and political 
circles where many, although point- 
Ing out Austria Is more or less 
bound to the friendly policy of the

pleasue from a great crowd, .today 
demanded unceasing efforts to pre- 
vent the world being plunged into 
barbarism by another like conflict. 


Receiving the international peace 
associations, a

cans, Henderson said "My message 
is that the struggle for disarma- 
ment must go on and that the 
covenant of the League of Na- 
tions shall not be treated as a 
scrap of paper. We will not break 
faith with the dead who fell that 
there should be no more war," 
Making what was deemed an 
allusion to Germany, he continu- 
ed: "We must not hesitate to In- 
cur risks and make whatever sac- 
rifice may be necessary to ensure 
the final triumph of the reign of 
•law 
over 
international 
anarchy 
that breeds war'. 


Belief that the situation Is not 
hopeless and that a rupture In the 
League of Nations may yet be 
averted was expressed by some 
representatives of league countries 
here for the disarmament confer- 
ence. 


This expression was based, they 
said, on an Interpretation of state- 
ments at Berlin of willingness to 
negotiate a direct. Franco - Ger- 
man understanding.

GERMANY'S AIMS 


Germany proclaims at Ge- 


neva her peaceful intentions 
while seeking the right to 
rearm. She is pictured by 
Dr. Joseph Goebels, reich 
minister of public enlight- 
enment end propaganda, as 
concentrating her 
efforts 


and energies on reconstruc- 
tion with no thought of pre- 
paring herself to wage war 
at present or in the future. 
She wishes to rearm only for 
defense purposes and to act 
as a barrier against the 
spread of communism. 


France, however, remains 


skeptical, and the world will 
see 
some justification for 


this attitude. It will recall 
that during his reign the 
present ex-kaiser repeatedly 
emphasized 
his 
love 
of 


peace. 
At the same time, 


he continued to build up 
what he'hoped would prove 
an invincible war machine. 
Nor did he fail to use the 
latter as a threat in support 
of his foreign policies. 


A very similar ' situation 


exists in Germany today. 
Although professing love,of 
peace, the expressed aims of 
Hitler point directly toward 
war. 
In no other way can 


Germany hope to realize the 
program laid out by Hitler, 
which 
includes 
territorial 


expansion and the recovery 
of German colonies lost as 
result of the war. 
Attain- 


ment of these aims hardly 
could come in any other way 
other than by the waging of 
war. 


France 
realizes this as 


must any student of present 
conditions. However desir- 
ous of peace the Hitler gov- 
ernment's program clearly 
forecasts war. 


WHY CRIME GROWS 


A lot ' of common sense 


was packed into the state- 
ment by Federal District 
Judge J. Foster Symes in 
Denver that no more new 
laws are needed^ "but what 
we do need is prompt ap- 
prehension and punishment 
of criminals according to the 
laws we now have."

desired. More laws would 
open the way for further 
violations as 
forces itself.

NRA officials charged the dem- 
onstration. was inspired by a com-

following NRA mediation 
in

threatened strike of 25,000 workers 
of neighborhood shops. 
Under the terms of the media- 
tion right wing unions were to be 
recognized and cut prices In the 
Industry were to be abolished. 
Banners carried by the demon- 
strators proclaimed a right to se- 
lect thlr own- labor organizations. 
The original 2,000 gathering at 


the hotel were shortly augmented 
by 1,000 more from the left wing 
of the boot and shoe workers, also 
on strike. At noon the demonstra- 
tion was swelled by the addition 
of BOO men's custom tailors. 
Many hundred bystanders watch- 


ed the melee from safe vantage 
points beneath the pillars of the 
Pennsylvania railroad terminal. 
The cleaning and dyeing group 


attempted to rush into the lobby 
of the hotel, but were prevented by 
patrolmen on guard.

AUSTIN, Oct. 16.—(IP)—Governor 
Miriam A. Ferguson today approv- 
ed a bill that reduces the cost of 
redeeming, land sold for taxes. Un- 
der its terms if one would redeem 
his land the first year he can do 
so by reimbursing the purchases 
the amount paid for It, plus 10 per 
cent. If it is retrieved during the 
second year tho purchase price 
plus 20 per cent must be paid. 
The bill amended a law which 
permits one to redeem land sold 
for taxes at any time within ten 
years of its sale, provided the pur- 
chase price plus 100 per cent is re- 
mitted. This phase of the law will 
continue to obtain when the land 
has not been redeemed within two 
years.
